A« A DAIBT STATE. 

Prof. M. A. Scovell, of Lexington 
read a paper on ' Kentucky as a D*iiy 
State." He said the Kentucky farm- 
er has not yet awakened to the neces- 
sity of a change in his system ot 
farming. He still raises his hemp 
tobacco, corn and wheat uuder a sys 
tern by which Keutuckv's soil is be- 
coming exhausted. This makes the 
itablisboient of dairies a paying in 
vestment and a means of maintaining 
the fertility of tho soil. Kentuckey 
he said, has all tho requisites for a 
good dairy. This State is better fitted 
for a dairy State than any other 
Southern State oxcept Tennessee. 
One of the causes of failing dairies is 
the lack of care in selecting dairy 
cattle. With all condition* present 
for successful dairying, it seemed 
strange to Prof. Scovell that Ken- 
tucky had not made more rapid 
lei as a dairy State. She could 
' well get her share of the 8480,- 
000,000 expended In dairy products a 
year. 

CORN FODDER AND ENSILAGE. 

Mr. Harry Soaper, of Henderson, a 
practical farmer, and an authority 
corn fodder and ensilage, gave the net 
result of bis long investigations into 
the subject. He said thirty-five 
! of corn will produce 700 tous of 
ensilage, sufficient to give 100 bead 
of cattle 40 pounds a day, for 365 
days. Thirty-five acres will produce 
10q tons of clover hay. He gave the 
following proportion in which to 
feed: Forty pounds of ensilage, 8 
pounds of clover hay, 6 pounds of 
wheat bran, 3 pounds of corn meal . 
He also said corn fodder should be 
utilized.

WAR PREPARATIONS. 

In very many quarters are 
heard complaints of the slowness 
of the mobilization of the army. 
Many are grumbling at the Gov- 
ernment because it does not, with 
a magician's wand, bring into be- 
ing ready drilled men, equipped 
and armed for an army of 150,000. 
It was known before we went into 
this war, that we were neither sup- 
plied with a vast army nor with 
the equipments and arms for 
It was known that it would take 
time to get men together, having 
to bring them as we do from wide- 
ly seperated sections of this vast 
country. It was also known that 
the factories must have time to 
turn out guns, ammunition and 
other equipments for such 
army. 

The wonder should be not that 
we are so slow in getting an army 
ready, but that we have made 
such wonderful progress in 
short a time, toward putting our 
army on a war footing. It must be 
borne in mind that this country is 
not one great military camp as are 
nearly all of the great European 
countries. When war was declar- 
ed we had not even the skeleton 
of an army. Our navy was in lit- 
tle better condition and altogether 
we were in no wise ready for an 
aggressive war. To a wonder- 
fully great degree these defects 
have been remedied by our effi- 
cient and active officials. But 
even if our army of occupation 
was ready, it is gravely doubted if 
it would be good military strategy 
to use it for the invasion of Cuba 
under the existing condition of 
things in the West Indies. 

So far as the situation in the 
East is concerned it may be readily 
granted that no time should be 
lost in sending aid to Admiral 
Pewey, But no human foresight 
could have guessed a Month ago, 
that in such short time Dewey 
should so change the situation 
the Philippines as to so urgently 
need an army of occupation. All 
sensible men must agree that the 
Government is exercising the ut- 
most diligence and in fact is mak- 



ing rapid and actually unprece- 
dented progress in getting ready 
to send the needed succor to him. 
We may as well awake to the fact 
at once, if we do not already rec- 
ognize it, that this is no little thir- 
ty days holiday affair we have on 
hand. We will find to our cost 
before the conflict is over and all 
the issues growing out of it set- 
tled, that it will be ended only at 
the expenditure of a vast amount 
of both blood and treasure by our 
people. 

Our officials are bearing heavy 
burdens and are weighted down 
with sore anxieties. They are ex- 
most wonderful diligence; 
and when we come to remember 
that since our little eight by ten af- 
fair with Mexico fifty years ago, we 
have not had to make preparations 
for a foreign war, we must all ad- 
mit they are not only making great 
progress but are making wonder- 
fully few mistakes.

Within an hour's ride of the City 
of Mexico the trnvolurcnn reach ono 
of the mnny ancient rains that dot 
this country and whose hiBtory was 
as mysterious when Cortes landed 
as it ia now. The pyramids of the 
mm and moon are near the little 
city of San Juan Teotihuacan, on the 
lino of the Mexican railway. From 
tho evidences that are still to be 
found about these nnciont monu- 
ments they once stood in the midst 
of an extensive city extending at 
several miles from them in ev- 
ery direction. Viewed from the 
railroad, the pyramids do not ap- 
pear very formidable because the 
eye compares their height with that 
of the small mountain, Cerro Gordo, 
near by. Janvier gives tho follow- 
ing dotailed information about these 
evidences of a prehistoric civiliza- 
tion: Tho pyramid of the sun, ac- 
cording to the very careful meas- 
urements of Senor Oarcia Cubas, is 
316 feet 8 inches high, with a base 
761 feet by 721 foot 7 inches square. 
The platform on tho top is 59 feet 
from north to south by 105 feet 
from ease to west. Tho pyramid of 
the moon is 150 feet 11 inches high, 
with a base 511 feet by 426 feet 5 
inches and a crowning platform 19 
feet 8 inches square. The only en- 
trance as yet discovered is found on 
the southern face of the pyramid of 
the moon at a height of 65 feet from 
the ground. This gives inlet to a 
narrow descending gallery, inter- 
rupted by a deep, square well, the 
lis of which nre laid np with 
carefully squared stone. 
Tho axis of this gallery (obeerva- 
on of Senor Garcia Cubaa) coin- 
cides exactly with the magnetic 
meridian. Beyond tho gallery the 
interior remains unexplored. The 
pyramid of the sun has not been 
tered at all. To the south of the 

1 of tho sun is a largi 
work kuowu as the ciudadel 
del), a squaro inclosed by a mound 
averaging 262 feet thick by 32 feet 
high. In the center of the inclosed 
square is a small pyramid, and upon 
ks are 14 

intervals. In the neighborhood of 
the pyramids are great numbers of 
tumbuli, isolated and grouped. The 
most notable group of tumuli is that 
which borders the so called calle de 
los muertes (the street of the dead). 
This curious causeway begins neur 
the oitadel and, passing the west- 
ern face of the pyramid of the sun, 
ends at the southern front of the 
pyramid of the moon, there widen- 
ing out into a large circle, in the 
center of which is a tumulus.

Admiral Dewey Takes Posses- 
sion of a Spanish Ship.

Hongkong, May 16.— The United 
State* dispatch bout Hugh McCulloch 
arrived hire with dispulcaea from Ma- 
nilla with dUpntchts for tLe United 
States government 

She reports that the Spanish gunboat 
Callao, from the Caroline Islands, re- 
cently entered the port of Manilla, be- 
ing Ignorant ot the outbreak of hostili- 
ties between Spalu and the United 

An American warship fired across 
her bows and signaled a demand for 
ner surrender. The demand being dis- 
regarded, the American ship fired di- 
rect at the Spanish gunboat, and the 
latter surrendered. 

The populace of Manilla Is reduced 
to eating horseflesh and the prospect 
Of relief seems far distant. 

The Hugh McCulloch also reports 
that the Phiilpplac insurgents applied 
to Rear Admiral l>ewcy for his ap- 
proval of an attack by Item upon the 
eity. 

The admiral, It nppenrB, approved of 
U»e plan provided no excesses were 
committed. 

The Insurgents then pleaded that 
they had no arms v.ith the exception 
of machetes, to which the admiral 
plied, "Help yourselves at the Cavlte 

The city of Manilla, however, hae not 
yet been attacked. About 5,000 Span- 
ish troops are guarding the road lead- 
ing from Cavtte to Manilla. 

There is no truth In the reported 
massacre of a number of Americans, 
There haa been only a trifling incident 
during police duty, and nobody was 
hurt 

After the Calloo's crew landed they 
ware released on parole, and the Callao 
was paraded in full view of Manilla 
city, acoomnanled by the United States 
cruiser Concord.

When Mr. Williams, the American 
consul, landed at Cavtte last week he 
was received with great enthusiasm 
ana followed in the streets by a crowd 
of 2,000 people shouting "Viva los 
Americanos." 

There are no signs that the Spanish 
authorities in Manilla are prepared to 
capitulate. All the Spanish Inhabit- 
ants and many British and German 
families have sought safety in the sub- 
urbs, taking all their belongings. 

In the business quarter* the build- 
ings are covered with foreign flags, the 
British predominating, with a view of 
protection should the Insurgents cap- 
ture the city. 

There is much feeling against the 
British residents; but fortunately the 
number ol foreign men-of-war off Ma- 
nilla Is constantly Increasing and the 
position of Europeans Is becoming dal- 
ly less precarious. 

Agulnaldo, the former insurgent 
leader, is now in Hongkong, actively 
negotiating with President McKluley. 
He Is seeking to arrange for the future 
government of the Philippines by a 
native administration under the pro- 
tectorate of the United States. 

At present there Is a deal of dissen- 
sion among the rebel factions, some of 
which are negotiating with the Span- 
ish and others with the Americana. 

Whether Agulnaldo possesses enough 
influences to reconcile these differences 
and to Induce the Insurgents to pursue 
the common, policy Is Questionable. 

Admiral Dewey Is well advised In 
waiting for reinforcements, since the 
fall of Manilla would produce anarchy 
throughout the Islands. 

The English hero advocate a Joint 
Anglo-American administration. It Is 
asserted Admiral Dewey has recoaled 
from three British ships.

Heard From Off the Venezuelan 
Coast. 



Schley at One End of Cuba and 
Sampson at the Other 



READY TO MEET CERVERA. 



A Great Naval Battle May Be 
♦ Looked For. 



Late news says the Spanish 
fleet has disappeared from the vi- 
cinity of Curacoa Island and has 
sailed in the direction of Cuba. 
Sampson is bearing down with his 
fleet toward the Southeastern end 
of Cuba in the hope to intercept 
the Dons. Commodore Schley's 
position at Key West will put him 
in position to command the West- 
ern end of the Island of Cuba. It 
seems therefore not unlikely either 
Schley or Sampson may be able to 
try issues with Cervera. 

The Spanish torpedo boat, Ter- 
ror, is disabled and in the harbor 
of Port de France Martinique for 
repairs. The United States Cruis- 
ers Montgomery, Yale, and St. 
Louis have been ordered to go to 
Port de France and destroy any 
Spanish warships they may find 
in the vicinity and especially to 
keep an eye open for the Terror 
when she comes out of the 
g harbor. 

Commodore Schley's flying 
squadron left Charleston, S. C. , 
for Key West Sunday afternoon. 
All the vessels of our fleet now at 
Key West were ordered on Sun- 
day to get up steam and be ready 
to sail at a moment's notice. 

The U. S. Auxiliary cruiser, Yale, 
captured the Spanish steamer, Rita, 
near San Juan de Porto Rico, Thurs- 
day. 

The Flying Squadron, under Schley, 
sailed from Hampton Roads at 4 p. m. 
Friday afternoon. The supposition 
at the time of sailing was that the 
squadron had gone to join Sampson in 
the West Indies. 

An American boat, the Gussie 
made several unsuccessful attempts 
to land a cargo of arms and ammuni- 
tion for the Insurgents on the coast of 
Cuba, East of Carndnas. The Gussie 
was given so warm a reception by 
the Dons that she abandoned the at- 
tempt and has come back to Key 
West. 

Active preparations are being made 
to send aid to Admiral Dewey at Ma- 
nilla. It is proposed by the War De- 
partment to send some 10,000 or 12,000 
troops with heavy guns, torpedoes, etc., 



to Dewey's aid. The point of depar- 
ture of the expedition will be 
Francisco. The time of sailing has 
not been set but it is confidently ex- 
pected all preparations will be com 
pleted in a few days. 

Friday the "Cape Verde" fleet, th< 
whereabouts of which had been 1 
matter of conjecture and which had 
caused no little anxiety on the part of 
our nayal experts, was located off Port 
de France, Martinique, FreDch West 
Indies. The fleet

The Spanish Admiral was made ac- 
quainted with all that had transpired 
since he sailed and was given knowl- 
edge of ail Sampson's movements.

'The demand for artificial eyes,' 
said the proprietor of a glass eye 
factory in New York to a writer

the manufacture of the article in 
question for the past quarter of a 
century. Last year we sold 35,000 
artificial eyes, or an increase of 
7,000 over the previous year. Prior 
to that our enles would not exoeed 
20,000 annually. The recent demand 
indicates that more people are wear- 
ing glass eyes than formerly, and 
one of the chiof reasons for this is 
that the false articles are sold cheap- 
er and are made to resemble the 
natural organs more perfectly now 
than ever before. Hence the poor 
who are compelled to wear glass 
eyes have little difficulty in obtain- 
ing them, and rich people. are less 
sensitive about wearing the artifi- 
cial pioduct when necessary. Ten 
years ago an ordinary glass eye cost 
from to to $7, while those made to 
order with tho pupil and the cornea 
carefully colored, sold anywhere 
from $12 to f 50. Competition has 
out these prioes down, until now an 
ordinary eye sells for $5 and the 
finer grades are worth from 110 to 
$30, according to finish. 

More gray eyes are manufactur- 
ed than any othor color, then comes 
tho blue and next the brown eye. 
The call for black eyes is quite rare. 
They are only made to order and 
are seldom if ever kept in stock. 
Ophthalmia hospitals are the largest 
oonsumers of false eyes. These in- 
stitutions, buy in quantities, and 
naturally obtain their supply at re- 
duced rates. They generally pur- 
chase tho ready made eyes, which 
used on poor patients who are 
not in a financial position to be fas- 
tidious cither as to the quality or 
finish of the article. We have hun- 
dreds of customers scattered all over 
the country, for all of whom we 
keep duplicates, ready to ship when 
ordered. The best glass eyes do not 
last for more than u year, owing to 
the action of such moisturo as the 
tear, the acids of which affect the 
enamel, roughen the edges of the 
surface, and very often cause a pain- 
ful irritation of the eyelids.

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amel, made of perfectly transparent 
and fusible flint glass. This is put 
into a crucible uud exposed to great 
heat. Now the globemaker places 
the enamel over a blowpipe supplied 
with air, which is pumped by a 
machine into a huge cylinder and 
stored under wator pressure. Then 
under the careful manipulation of 
the workman the enamel tube is 
formed into an oblong globe, just 
the size nnd nhape of the human 
eye. Next it passes into the coloring 
room, where a correct tint ia ap- 
plied to the summit of the globe, 
and this is gently heated by a small 
flame and continuously rotated. 
When it has assumed the correct 
form of the iris, more ooloring 
matter is added to represent the pu- 
pil, and it is then oovered by a thick 
layer of crystal to form the cornea. 
This done, the eye is cooled and 
sent to the cutting room, where it 
is formed into a small hollow oval, 
with irregular edges. These edges 
are again boated and the eye allow- 
ed to cool slowly. This tempering 
process toughens the enamel and 
renders it less liable to break. The 
finish work consists in polishing the 
eye, and when this has been com 
ploted it is ready for the market."— 
Washington Star.
